SEA FIGHT NEAR 
IN U. S. WATERS 


German Cruiser May Meet 
Two British Warships 
Off Hawall Today. 


HONOLULU, Sept. 1.—The first sea bat; 
tle of the European war to be fought in 
American waters probably will take place 
tomorrow just outside the neutral three 
mile limit. It will be between the Ger- 
man cruiser Nurnberg and the British 
warships Australla and Warrego of the 
Australian fleet. 

The Nurnberg errived here this morn- 
ing and took on coal a few hours after the 
British steamer Strathardle put into port. 
The steamer reported being chased by a 
German cruiser, which now is known to 
have been the Nurnberg. 

The captain of the Strathardle reported 
that up to the three mile limit he had 
been in communication with the Austra- 
lia and the Warrego, and the British war- 
ships now are thought to be close to the 
Hawaiian coast awaiting the departure 
of the German cruiser. 


German Captain Expects Death. 
The Nurnberg must leave this Ameri- 


can neutral port tomorrow morning or 
disarm and be interned by the United 
States government until the close of the 
war. 

Capt. Schoenburg, the German com- 
mander, sald today that he will leave 
port early tomorrow morning with his 
ship stripped for action. He said there 
would be no surrender of the Nurnberg 
and that he expected his ship would be 
the coffin for himself and his crew. 

That a victory or escape for the Ger- 
man cruiser is a forlorn hope is indicated 
by a comparison with the British war- 
ships. The Nurnberg is a protected 
cruiser dieplacing 3,400 tons, having ten 
four inch guns and a speed of 23.5 knots. 
The Australia is & battleship of 18,500 
tons displacement, carrying ten big guns, 
eight ten inch guns and having a speed 
of 27 knots. The Warrego Is a cruiser,

GERMANS IN VICTORY 


LONDON, Sept. 1.—News of the Rus · 
sian advance in Hast Prussia and Austrian 
Galicia today was of a mixed character. 
Reports emanating from a numben of 
sources were of a contradictory nature. 
A Rome dispatch says the Russian vic- 
tory over the Austrians on the Galician 
side was brilliant, the right wing of the 
Austrian army having been decisively 
turned and cut to pieces, leaving 30,000 
prisoners in the hands of the victors. 


Russians Defeat Allied Forces. 
On the Vistula front, when the Rus- 


cuted many bayonet charges against the 
Austrians, which had a large share in 
deciding the issue of the battle. Else 
where the Germans endeavoring to ef- 
fect a junction with the Austrians, sought 
to meet the Russian attack with a counter 
offensive, but were repulsed with losses 


Germans Claim 70,000 Prisoners. 

The Copenhagen correspondent of the 
Reuters Telegram company reports the 
receipt there of a Berlin dispatch to the 
effect that the German genera! staff has 
published a statement that 70,000 Rus- 
sian prisoners, among them 300 officers, 
were captured at the battle of Gilgenburg, 
in East Prussia, thirty-two miles north- 
east of Koenigsberg. The Russian artil- 
lery also is reported to have been de- 
stroyed. 

A dispatch to the Evening News from 
Copenhagen says that the Twelfth Ger- 
man casualty list in East Prussia gives 
the losses of the Forty-third infantry 
from Koenigsberg as about 800. 


Other Regiments Lose Heavily. 

The other regiments engaged, notably 
the Sixty-fifth, landwehr from Cobleng 
and the fusiliers from Rostock and Wis- 
mar, lost several hundred men each, 

A telegram to the Reuter Telegram 
company from St. Petersburg saye: 

“Lieut. Gen. Samsonoff, who com- 
manded a corps in the Russo-Japanese 
war and who until recently was chief of 
the Russian Turkestan military district 
is deeply regretted.’’

An American committee, organized by

The minister of war presented proof, 
which decided the ambasaador to cable to 
hia government a report on the war meth- 
ods which are declared not only contrary 
to humanity, but in violation of the con- 
vention of The Hague signed by Germany 
itseif. 

The committee has decided to ask the 
United States government, while remain- 
ing neutral, td protest energetically to ths 
German government. 


Airman Drops Message. 

The accounts of the visit of one of these 
machines yesterday afternoon indicate 
that it may possibly have been the same 
aeroplane which passed over the city on 
Sunday. The machine yesterday dropped 
a message in the Square des Innocents 
reading, according to one version: 

“ We have the honor to inform you that 
the French have been beaten near &t.

GERMAN-BRITISH BATTLE. 

Under Monday's date the correspon- 
dent says: 

The cight wing of the northern army 
of the allied forces has been fiercely en- 
gaged south of Mezieres, but it is against 
the Britieh, on the left wing, that the 
Germans are flinging all their weight. 

“In epite of the enormous sacrifice 
of human life entailed, the enemy seems 
to be bent upon breaking through our de- 
fensive line and so pushing back the 
allles nearer to Paris. 

“ Yesterday's battle, which is still rag- 
ing, was preceded by a heavy artillery 
fire from the German guns, which were 
well served and the aim of their gunners 
was made accurate by the observations 
of aerial pilots who, throughout the day, 
horered about the allies’ position and 
corrected by signals any wild firing on 
the part of the German guns. 


FRESH TROOPS SAVE DAY. 

“Freshly arrived troops who had 
pusbed forward from a certain base [the 
censor will not permit the mention of 
names] arrived at the scene of action 
just in time to participate in the great 
struggle. These reinforcements had 
been carrying out strategic movements 
in troop trains for several days, and in 
the expressive phraseology of soldiers, 
they were ‘fed up.“ They were all 

eager for a brush with the enemy and 
their chance had ce. 

T happened to be in a certain town 
when these freshly arrived men, a large 
percentage of whom were reservists, 
were suddenly ordered to the front. It 
was indeed a joyous moment for them, 
and the order to march was greeted with 
cheers and obeyed with alacrity. 

“ As the men filed aff along the road 
which led to the front they gave three 
cheers for the French and an equal num- 
ber of groans for ‘ William the Weed.’ 
Somehow they have confused the Prince 
of Albania, William of Wied. with his 
kinsman of Potsdam, but William the 
Weed’ is the nickname by which the 
British army in France designates the 
Prossian war lord.

WIRELESS NEWS SOANT. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 1.—[ Special. }— 
“The German embassy gave out the fol- 
lowing dispatch received from Berlin via 
the wireless station at Sayville, L. I.“ 
This has been the introduction to almost 
daily announcements of German victories 
since the return of Count von Bernstorff, 
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the German ambassador, who arrived 


from Europe on Aug. 24. 

Now comes the official report of the 
censors to the navy department, stating 
the wireless station at Sayville has re- 
ceived only a few messages from Ger- 
many since the outbreak of the war. These 
messages were not the accounts 
which have been given out from the em- 
bassy but messages of five to twenty 
words. 

An interesting example of the activity 
of the embassy was furnished today. At 
10 o’clock this morning it was stated 
that no communication had been received 
from Berlin up to that hour. 

Here’s an Example. 

At noon a Washington paper issued an 
edition with large headlines announcing 
Russian progress in East Prussia and 
Galicia.

MILK BOOSTED 
TO HIGH MARK 


Consumers Face Rise as 
Chicago Producers Ask 
Record Figure. 


U, SWATCHES ADVANCE 
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forty-eight quarts—will be paid to the 
farmers. The producers have becn gef. 
ting $1.48 per hundred pounds all sum- 
mer, and $1.00 was the hignest pice paid 
last winter. 

The arbitrary price was set by the Milk 
Producers’ association at a meeting in 
the Hotel Sherman, and the govern- 
ment’s tuberculin test is given by the as- 
sociation as the cause of the necessary 
advance in cost.“ 

H. J. Fellows, president of the associa- 
tion, who resides in St. Charles. III., feels 
like this about the matter: 

The $2 flat rate is very conservative, 
he said. The winter price is always 
higher than the summer price. Last 
winter the farmers received 61.90. This 
year, with the expense entailed by the 
government’s unjust examinations and 
precautions against epidemic, the farmer 
is getting mighty little ‘profit. 


Draw Up Protest. 

The board of directors has appointed a 
committee to draw up a strong protest 
against the government's coming in and 
libeling the dairy business by all these 
precautions. 

Here in the Fox river valley we pro- 
duce the best milk, and keep the best 
cattle in the world. We have been in busi- 
ness fifty years, and if there were any- 
thing the Matter with our milk the gov- 
ernment would not have to interfere. The 
thing is the biggost humbug in the twen- 
tieth century, and sometimes it looks to 
me as if the government is deliberately 
helping the milk trust to boost the price. 
We have sent two or three protests to 
Gov. Dunne before his proclamation or- 
dering the enforcement of the ordinance. 

The ordinance has not been enforced 
heretofore—or rather it has been en- 
forced only enough to allow a bunch of 
gumshoers to make a little money. But, 
if the tuberculin ordinance isn’t repeaied, 
there will be little milk from, the Fox 
river—for the farmers will have to go out 
of business.“ 


Price May Be Lowered. 

The rate may, however, be reduced 
when the retailers go to the country this 
month to renew their contracts. Howard 
H. Wanzer, of the Sidney Wanzer & Sons 
milk company, was inclined to scoff at 
the high price. 

“The farmers always try to rob us, 
he said. Maybe we shouldn't biame 
them for wanting all they can get, but 
last summer they got $1.45, and last fali 
$1.90. What more do they want?

Before the end of the week the commis- 
sion intends to inspect all ava able sites 
with a view to the immediate establish- 
ment of citymarkets, The new market at 
Gary, Ind., also will be visited. 


Would Remove Postal Limit. 

Fred A. Curtis, a member of the com- 
mission, started a movement to increase 
the fifty pound limit on mailable mer- 
chandise to 100 pounds, so that larger 
shipments of produce could be made by 
parcel post. Mr. Curtis intends to appeal 
to the postmaster general. 

A system of selling farm products by 
auction is also being urged by the com- 
mission, It was pointed out that the 
auctioneer’s commission would range 
from 2 to 5 per cent, whereas the job- 
ber’s commission is 10 per cent.

8 upon thousands of people 
have nothing in the world left, not a roof 
over their heads, and no money and no 
clothes, nothing, and no chance of earn- 
ing a living of any sort. The sight of 
poor refugeés streaming into Antwerp 
from Louvain and Malines—womer with 
babies in their arms and their older ohil- 
dren clinging to their skirts; men wheel- 
ing their fathers in wheelbarrow@, or 
helping along a crippled brother or son, 
all knowing they will never again see 
the houses or cottages in which they and 
their parents were born—is more pitiable 
than any words can express.

LONDON, Sept. 1—Wounded men in 
the hospitals of Boulogne related to the 
Express correspondent there incidents of 
the fighting between the British and Ger- 
mans. One of the men, he says, told of 
a trick which the British learned in the 
Boer war and which worked well against 
the Germans.

“The enemy, before sending their in- 
fantry against our positions, opened « 
hot artillery fire. Our artillery replied, 
at first warmly, and then gun after gun 
of the British batteries went silent. 

„ What's up now?’ I asked a comrade. 
There were a few minutes more of artil- 
lery firing from the Germans and their 
{infantry came on in solid formation. We 
received them with rifle fire. Still they 
came on and still we mowed them down. 
They were getting closer and we could 
plainly see the dense masses moving. 
Then suddenly the whole of our artillery 
opened fire. 

“You see, they had not been silenced 
at all and it was a trick to draw the Ger- 
mans on. They went down in whole 
fields, for our guns got them in open 
ground and, of course, they soon had 
enough. It wae impossible for those be- 
hind to come up past the dead.”

New York, Sept. 1.— The battlefield of 
Liege, as seen through. the eyes of an 
American girl, was described today by 
Miss Anna Laing, a graduate nurse of 
the Bridgeport (Conn.) hospital, a pas- 
senger on the steamer Ryndam from 
Rotterdam. 

“I was in Liege when the fight 
started, Miss Laing said. Several 
Belgian officers who were friends of mine 
took me to a house where I was practi- 
cally out of the range of the shells that 
were being hurled at the city by the 
Germans. As evening approached the 
Germans withdrew for some reason and 
during the lull in the fighting two of the 
Belgian officers invited me to go out over 
the field, where the heaviest of the fight 
ing had taken place, 

“The ground was literally soaked with 
blood and the bodies of horses and men 
lay everywhere. There was Many a 
place where blood had flowed down the 
sides of little hills and earthworks: its 
course was plainly marked. Some bushes 
were spattered with red as high up as 
eight feet above the ground.

dead German soldiers. These trenches, 
the Belgian officers explained to me, had 
been dug by the Belgians and occupied by 
them until the great army of advancing 
Germans forced them to retreat. 


Dead Germans Fill Trenches. 

* Ag the German infantiy mounted the 
breastworks in front of the trenches, the 
retreating Beigians poured a murderous 
fire into their ranks and their bodies fell 
in the trenches. 

Then, the Belgian officers said, their 
men mowed down more Germans with a 
deadly cross fire, which not only filled up 
the trenches with bodies but left many 
piled on top of one another off the breast - 
works and the ground nearby. 

When Miss Laing returned to the city 
she helped dress the wounds of many 
Belgian soldiers.

A TANGIBLE REMEDY. 

The commissions which have been studying the 
cost of living problem in various cities throughout 
the United States are not as a rule arriving at 
any clear cut, convincing remedies, The reason is 
that the problem is exceedingly complicated. To 
many elements enter into it—the farmer, the rail- 
road, the wholesaler and middleman, each with its 
own peculiar interests and claims. 

One tangible suggestion, however, is advanced 
by all these commissions—hbetter transportation. 
Give the truck gardener on the edge of the city or 
in the suburb a chance to bring bis products to 
market cheaply, conveniently, and with as little loss 
of time as possible. Make transportation within 
the city more rapid and give the grocer a chance 
to get his produce from the market in less time 
than it takes him now. This does not solve the 
high living cost question, but it helps considerably. 

One way of improving transportation facilities 
recognized by these commissions is to utilize the 
city and interurban trolley lines certam hours dur- 
ing the night for the carrying of such foodstuffs 
from the farmer to the city market. The advan- 
tage in this is twofold. Not only would the farm- 
ers get their products to the consumer cheaper; 
they would also get them fresher. 

Members of Chicago’s municipal market com- 
mission are now considering such a system of 
trolley transportation for this city. It is a most 
practical, even if limited, remedy for the high cost

The war has stopped the importation of many 
lines of goods from Europe. 

Manufacturer of the same lines in the United 
States already feel a slackening of competition and 
a greater demand for their product.

There are plenty of moral and legal reasons why 
such a policy is unwise, unpatriotic, and even dan- 
gerous. They need not be considered. : 

From the most purely selfish, standpoint the Policy 
of raising prices is the worst possible. It will result 
in cutting down the consumption of any article the 
price of which ig inflated. 

The wise policy—which happens alse to be the 
patriotic policy—is to keep prices at the lowest pos- 
sible level and at the same time to increase factory 
capacity to take care of the increasing demand.

PREVENTING FLY BREEDING. 
HE fight against flies began with the 
slogan, Swat the fly.“ Fly swat- 
ters, fly paner, fiy poison, and fly 
screens are in general use. It was 
soon seen that something else was 
needed. The next step was the general 
use of fly traps in places not well adapted 
to screens, fly paper, and fly swatting. 
As 1 go ‘Around the country I find that 
the use of fly traps in the vicinities of 
fruit and vegetable stands, around milk- 


As one walks along the business streets 
in small cities two or three fly traps are 
found on each block. 

Redlands, Cal., has gone a step further. 
It has appointed a special officer whose 
duty it is to look after the fly traps, to 
keep them baited, cleaned, and generally 


in order. 


~o- 
We are just beginning to work out meth- 
ods to prevent flies from breeding. Same 
ordinances requiring that manure boxes 
be made flyproof have proved a digap- 
polntment. Just now special stress is 
being put on treatment of manure in the 
box to prevent flies from breeding in it. 
The department of agriculture has just 
| promulgated the following method. Pow- 
| dered borax is sprinkled over the manure 
at intervals of five days. The quantity 
used is .62 of a pound to eight busbeis of 
manure, 
Forbes recommends the use of a solu- 


| tion of iron sulphate two pounds to one 
| gallon of water per horse per day. The 
University of Wisconsin recommends the 


use of arsenic.

In bulletin No.14,bureau of entomology, 

epartment of agriculture, Hutchinson 
Says that when manure is so spread out 
that it rapidly dries out flies will net use 
it as a place in which to deposit eggs. 
The department recommends that manure 
be scattered on the fields and thus be rap- 
idly dried out, This is even more effective 
than treating it in boxes with borax, tron 
sulphate, or paris green. 

Hutchinson found that fly eggs were 
found in the moister part of the pile; that 
the larve there hatched, but that after a 
while the larve sought drier areas to 
change to pupe; that neither larve nor

they could not stand heat; that they 
avoided the moldy parts of the manure 
pile. It was these qualities that made it

invading France, via Belgium, may be 
regarded as the Gallic equivalent of the 
congressional medal of the United States, 
of the German order of the Iron Cross, of 
the St. George's cross of Russia, and of 
the Victoria cross of England. 

Privates and noncommissioned officers 
predominate largely in its ranks. When 
it is worn by an officer it indicates that 
he has commanded an army in the field 
and has rendered services so great that 
even the highest grade of the Legion of 
Honor would be an inadequate reward. 

Unlike the order of the Legion of 
Honor, which was created by Napoleon 
I., the Medaille Militaire was brought 
into existence in January, 1852, by his 
nephew, Napoleon III. 

The insignia consist of a small silver 
| medal, on which the feminine head of 
the republic appears, surrounded by a 
thick wreath of silver laurel. The me- 
dallion is surmounted by a small silver 
| trophy, consisting of a cuirass, 4 couple 
of cannons, a couple of swords, and an 
anchor, and is worn on the left breast, 
suspended by a piece of yellow ribbon 
bordered with green. 

The only man whom I have ever known 
to wear this medal without having won it 
on the field of battle was the late King 
Edward. 

When a boy of 15 he had been present 
at Paris when Napoleon III. was making 
his first distribution of the Medaille Mili- 
taire to the wounded soldiers who had 
returned from the war in the Crimea 
and who had been mentioned in the dis- 
patches for exceptional feats of heroism 
under fire. 

The young British heir apparent was 
wonderfully impressed by the spectacle, 
so much so that as a memento of the 
occasion the emperor bestowed one of 
the medals upon him, 

Edward VIL was proud ot it, invariably 
wore it among his orders while in uni- 
form, and, whenever he visited France, 
made a point of always adorning his 
buttonhole with a rosette, partly red and 
partly yellow, such as is worn only by 
those rare French generals and admi- 
rals who have won both the grand cross 
of the Legion of Honor and the Medaille 
Militaire. 

Today King Albert of Belgium is the 
only monarch to possess this double dis- 
tinction.

$125,000 PLANT LEVELED 


Teatimony-tndicating that the.American 
Can company, the alleged tin can trust, 
paid exorbitant prices for competing 
plants and then dismantled them in order 
to obtain a monopoly of the business was 
presented yesterday at the hearing of the 
government's uit to dissolve the alleged 
combine. 

The bear was held in the federal 
building before Special Examiner Ed- 
ward Hacker, the prosecution being in 
charge of Jesse C. Adkins and William 
T. Chantiand, special assistants to the 
attorney general. John Barton Payne 
and L. E. Wells, general counsel for the 
American Can company, conducted the 


cross examination. 


While ft was shown that exorbitant 
prices had been paid for some plants ab- 
sorbed, other witnesses testified that the 
alleged trust had made efforts to buy 
their firms, but backed down when the 
promoters considered the price too high. 


Warned by Combine. 

Both sides spent considerable time on 
the examination of Torris Wold retired 
founder of Torris Wold & Co., can mak- 
ing machinery manufacturers of Chi- 
cage. Wold testified he had tn his employ 
Ladvig Petersen and a man named Cam- 
éron, both expert machine men, who had 
developed can making machmcs. 

“I was making the Cameron machine 
untfl I was warned by the American Can 
company that I was infringing their pat- 
ent,” Wold said. “I was doing a bus 
ness of about $50,000 year.” 

Heyerdahl Lyche, Woid'’s son-in-lew, 
who was manager of the plant at that 
time, testified the company stopped mak- 
ing the Cameron machine after being 
warned by the American Can company.
